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wherein the protuberances 78 on the clamp jaws 72 enter the 
clamping recesses 80. Provided the protuberances 78 enter the 
recesses 80, the switch button 36, if not previously moved to its 
"off" position, will be moved to its "off" position because of 
the engagement by the switch button 36 with the switch operating 
surface 68. One using the hair dryer 20 and the wall mount 22 
will quickly learn that the hair dryer 20 can be securely mounted 
with a simple thrusting of the hair dryer 20 toward the center of 
the wall mount. If the hair dryer 20 is switched on while being 
advanced toward the wall mount 22, the heated air exiting from 
the front of the blower housing 28 will enter the socket 60 and 
be partly reflected back around the blower housing 2 8 and partly 
vented through an array of vents 84 in the wall of the socket 60.
